Subject: INFO: Last North American Morse 


In my posting a couple of weeks ago I mentioned that the Globe Wireless 
stations, the last coast stations in North America to use Morse, would be 
closing down their Morse operations on Monday, 12 July. 


I now have the time and frequency information for that event that many 
readers asked for. 


The call signs involved are WCC/WNU which will be keyed from Lousiana and 
KPH/KFS which will be keyed from Half Moon Bay, CA. I use the term "call 
signs" instead of "stations" because in the cases of WCC and KPH, formerly 


the calls of the two great RCA stations on the east and west coasts, their 
original transmitting plants were shut down years ago. Still, it will be 
your last chance to hear these calls on the air. 


The official beginning of the event will be at 1600PDT (2300Z) with messages 
from WCC/WNU followed by messages from KPH/KFS with the final sign-off at 
2359Z. However certain personal or organizational messages may be sent from 
KPH/KFS beginning at 1500PDT (2200Z). So my advice is to start your 
listening watch a little before 2200Z to make sure you hear everything. 


The frequencies are listed below but please be sure to read my special 
request at the end of the list.

KPH/KFS 


500 Kc. 
8444.5 Kc. 
17184.8 Kc. 


Special Request: I will be at the Half Moon Bay site to participate in the 
closing ceremonies. Thus I will not be able to make any off-the-air 
recordings of the event. My special request is that anyone within listening 
range of any of the stations - but especially KPH/KFS on 500 Kc. - do their 
best to make an audio recording of the transmissions. I would of course 
like a copy of any such recordings for my archives and would be happy to pay 
and copying and shipping costs involved.

> Yes, friends, it's horrible but true: so-called stainless steel can 
>rust. It's rust xresistant,* not *xrustproof.x* 


This is very true! It all depends on the alloy of stainless, and what the 
corroision agent is. There are some very, very good stainless steels that 
will practically never rust, and the cheaper varieties are only resistant. 


The galling "or gumming up in the threads" is worst when a nut and bolt are 
made from the same alloy of stainless. For instance, driving a 304 bolt 
into a 304 nut. In the past, I've seen some very expensive space flight 
hardware ruined becuase of this. 


At work, we always try to lubricate stainless parts like that with dry 
lubricant or grease to prevent galling like that, and if possible, I 
suggest using a torque wrench to tighten stainless fasteners. The thing to 
remember is that stainless bolts are not as strong as plain steel, and 
cannot stand the same torque that a plain steel fastener can take.

I don't see any reason why all the tube manuals couldn't be inclosed on one 
or two discs. If you look at all the issues of tube manuals you see that they 
are straight line bucket brigade. Low numbers on the left and high numbers on 
the right. With each issue some older low numbers drop off the left side and 
new higher numbers join from the right. In the middle are all the currently 


used numbers. Issue after issue. If 

instead of scanning manual after manual, you edit so each tube is 
incorporated only once you save a lot of space. 

Next, if you seperate the the pinout from the technical and link it to the 
text as ARRL Handbook does, you save more space. Now all you have to do is 
bring up the tech page and hit "Print Screen", then link to the pinout and 
repeat the procedure. 

You say you don't have printscreen, no problem, Parson's tech has a CD that 
restores Print Screen. Put one in my system recently and it works great. 

I think two discs would be the max required.

We tend to think the younger guys don't know any history before 
Jennifer Flowers, but the WARmon read Snuffy Smith somewhere. 


Old Snuffy, the comic hillbilly of "Barney Google and Snuffy 
Smith" back when newspapers just had one color ink, liked to grab 
the poker ‘stakes after shooting out the light. And his caplock 
was but a short step from the WARmon's Tech 9 that darkened a room 
as he backed out the door thru which his boss Christie pushed 
Frank. The skinhead sprayed the ceiling again and the last fluros 
fell among the 9mm cases in a Wagnerian darkness. The only pieces 
of unbroken glass were on Frank's breadboard. 


Frank, my pal who wants to take back 56-60 mc with a Five Meter 
Liberation Army, meant well. He really just wanted to encourage 
the home construction and understanding of radio devices like he 
did before 1938 on 5 Meters. But the unrequested bodyguards who 
attached themselves to him are, well, humorless when it looks like 
anyone is going to harm their pal.

Well, sometimes... This is worth some elaboration, though, since the 
fact is, it all depends. For example, in the U.S., the SAE defined a 


system of bolt grades, and helps you identify them by marking the head 
of the bolt with a varying number of short radial "lines" embossed on 
the head. For example, the intake manifold bolts on a domestic V-8 are 
originally Grade 5 bolts, made with steel having a tensile strength of 
maybe 100,Q000PSI. (My SAE handbook is at work so these figures are 
approximate, from a faulty memory, but serve to illustrate the point.) 
You'll see three lines radiating from the center on the heads of SAE 
Grade 5 bolts (among other possible goodies, such as circles and 
manufacturer logos, etc.) Grades 1 & 2 will have no lines on the head, 
Grade 7 will have five lines, etc. Your lawnmower probably uses Grade 
2, which has steel possessing a tensile strength of only about 60KPSI, 
IIRC. The Grade 8 bolts used in critical aircraft applications have a 
tensile strength of around 160KPSI, and there are aerospace 
applications that use steels that go up to 285KPSI. Now, the markings 
for metric and stainless bolts do NOT follow the SAE head marking 
protocol, but I won't go into that here lest we get into a book length 
dissertation. Stainless steels, just for comparison, range over a 
tensile strength of 80-220KPSI, so they're right in there with the 
stronger alloy bolts. The type of bolt used in a particular 
application is selected depending on a whole raft of factors, including 
economic. 


The torque required for each bolt will vary with the diameter, type of 
thread, and type of steel, and is always calculated assuming an 
antisieze compound of some kind on the threads to prevent the galling 
Ben and Bobbi mentioned. Actually, the torque is a second order effect 
that's used to predict the most important factor, which is longitudinal 
tension put on the bolt. Critical applications require you to measure 
the elongation as you tighten it, giving you a measure of the tension in 
the bolt shaft. Those same critical applications forbid reuse of the 
bolt because it's been stretched to its elastic limits and retorquing 
will exceed those limits. However, in theory a higher grade bolt 
torqued to a lower grade bolt torque setting can be reused as long as 
the threads aren't damaged. I don't think I'd want to trust that on 

an antenna towering over my house, though. Too many variables unless 
you have special bolt inspection capabilities. Have to use common sense 
here. 


Anyone working with bolts more than occasionally should buy a can 
of antisieze and use it religiously, along with a torque wrench 

in good repair. There are rare applications where antisieze is not 
specified, but they are infrequent for reasons I won't go into 

here - not relevant unless you want to debate the number of angels 
capable of dancing on the head of a bolt... :-).

Hello, Lenox and the Group - 


The DC-31 crystals I removed from a USN R-28/ARC-5 in 
the very early 1950s indicate the receiver's operating 
frequencies to have been 116.1, 126.18, 140.58, and 
142.74 Mc/s. 


I have a Regional Aeronautical Chart, good through Feb. 4, 
1943, showing no sign whatever of VHF operations. 


I also have 1960 Los Angeles Local and Sectional charts, 
showing that Aix Force towers operated on 126.2 (an easy 
reach from 126.18 in those days) and that Navy towers 
operated on 142.74. Some civilian towers, Burbank, e.g., 
also had the capability to operate on 126.2. 


The use for the 116.1 and 140.58 frequencies in the R-28 
is unknown to me. 


Hope this helps.

The ARN-7 
compass control box is labeled as an electrical panel. 

The flight suit thermal heater control is labeled as a part 
of a gun turret. The ART-13 transmitter and the dynamotor 
shelf below it are labeled as the Navigator's position. 

A description of correct radio complement of the B-29 

from early WW-II to Korea plus corrected graphics 

were emailed to the webmaster. No corrective action 

has been taken and Navis Magazine 

did not send a courtesy reply of any kind. 

The correct information and corrected graphic- which 

is a U.S. Air Force photograph from about 1950 and 

thus in the public domain- are available on request.

With that 1938 date, they're 
really talking about the Western Electric 233A, though, which was 
adopted by the military as the AN/ARC-4. ARC-1 might have been an 
in-house ARINC marketing name for it, though. Work on the AN/ARC-1 
didn't begin until 1942 by Bell Labs for a Navy requirement. It's 
interesting that Bell Labs doesn't mention ARINC - only having done the 
design and development of the 233A for Pan American. :-)

> Of course there are other exceptions like the oval shaped bolts that attach the 
> brake calipers to my car. 

> I also thought it would be wise not to reuse the bolts holding the flywheel 

> onto the engine but again they had to special order them in. 


Richard's aboslutely right, though I had hoped to avoid getting into the 
minutia of the exceptions, as they don't have much bearing on typical 
Boatanchor equipment. Generally speaking, the exception of using 
antisieze is on those bolts which require a liquid locking compound, 
like many domestic disk brake caliper bolts. The admonition againt 
reuse applies to any highly stressed bolt that is tensioned close to its 
elastic limit, one that can see a high degree of dynamic loading close 
to its tensile strength - like connecting rod bolts, or one that uses 
physical deformation to achieve locking. You're not very likely to run 
into those on your backyard vertical, though.
